1 — The 2nd Afro-Asian Writers Con- 
ference which will convene, in Cairo, next 
February, will discuss the role of the Afro- 
Asian writers in the struggle of their 
countries against colonialism and imperial- 
ism, the role of translation in strengthening 


the Afro-Asian consolidation, the 
development of cultural exchange among 
Afro-Asian Countries. 

What concerns us most, in this con- 


ference, as librarians and publishers, is 
the following conception : A writer means 
his writings and books, and when we say 
books we actually mean libraries. Libraries 
have been the strongholds of freedom; 
and without libraries the accessibility to 
books and ideas would have been an obvious 
impossibility. 


2 — Cairo Governorate First Seminar 
on Library Development : 


Mr. Salah Dessouqui, Governor of Cairo 
invited all those who are concerned with 
or interested in libraries to meet in the 
first seminar on library development. More 
than 209 persons met for three successive 
days. Talks and discussions took place. 
Ten resolutions were taken. An English 
version of these resolutions will be publish- 
ed next issue.
